Anybody 
with a modicum of apperception will find them in abundance at 
day time. But to render them universal, to extend them to those 
who seem to lack them in solitude and at night, that is as much 
the function of all penal law, therapy and religion as it is their 
function to give those a healthy superego who have none at all, 
day or night. This makes lawyers, therapists and ministers of 
the gospel alike, cultivators and guardians of the superego. Woe 
to all of us if any of these professions contends that the body and 
language of morals are not theirs!
